We sincerely trust that the days for 
triQing aro past; that our citizens have 
arrived at that point where no difference 
of opinion exists. A change not only in 
the system, but in the Government is 
absolutely necessary. From some reason, 
whether because associated with the pres> 
ent ill adapted system of Government, or 
from the fact that the Colony has been 
lees and lass prosperous from the day our 
preseut Government first uppeared at 
New Westminster to the present time, 
there can be no doubt of the feeling now 
prevailing — that a complete change in the 
Executive is imperatively necessary. 
There aro also other reason?: From somo 
strange fatality almost every measure 
brought iu by the government has been 
6o tardy in its progress as to bo neutral- 
ized for any real good when passed ; 
and those popular measures that the 
government has tnado a point of defeating 
have been precisely those that the people 
(whether rightly or wrongly) placed the 
tho greatest amount of reliance upon 
It is not, therefore, to be wondered at 
if the people are unanimous iu desir* 
ing a complete change, and no half mens* 
ores will be satisfactory. Nay, we doubt 
whether even useful measures would be 
appreciated now, if coming from the 
bands that slaughtered the Drawbacks 
Bill. Wo all know the evil of suspense, 
hence, in a matter so vital as a chango of 
government, we must be unanimous and 
decided. No modification is possible 
that would make the present Executive 
popular; tho struggle has been so long, 
so painful, and so fruitless that reconcili- 
ation is perfectly impracticable. It may 
bo, and we are ready to admit, that in 
doing what they did the Executive sups 
posed they were doing the best possible 
for the Colony; but they aud everyone 
else know that the world would put up 
with even a little "smartness" rather 
than maladresse or ill luck. Wo arc 
prepared to concede any amount of 
high principle and honor to the officers 
of Government, but "they're not, 
the men for Gal way." A finall com» 
munity liko this requires more work 
and less form We want un enorgotio 
business man at tho head of tbo Gov- 
ernment, and active, industrious oflicers 
to assist him j and, above all, wo wan', 
thoso who posHesa tha confidence of 
the people. Somo of our Solons think 
that the rcpotition of two or throe 
sounding words is sufficient to consti- 
tute thom truo authorities on tbo Bnb« 
jeot of government, and with a sort ol 
unctuous delight they roll about tho 
words ''Responsible Government" flu if 
they understood what tho words im- 
plied, or, aa if thoy had any notion of 
what they tbomsolvos moant by tho 
words. It rominds us of an old lady 
who was supposed to bo a great au-i 
thority on the Scriptures; althovgh 
her admirers novor could cloarly un- 
derstand any of the explanation! who 
gave, yet they always wont away well 
pleased with her sonorous way of pro^ 
nouncing tho word, 'Mesopotamia ;' it 
gavo tbom Huch a high opinion of the 
old lady's attainments that they took 
all tho rest for granted, So with our 
friends and 'Responsiblo Government;' 
thoy are 'good words,' it is truo, but 
wo profor something that can bo moro 
readily understood, and that does not 
admit of quibbling. Any government 
we have must bo responsible to tho 
people; its form must bo such aa will 
admit of tbo stiictost economy; its 
working eo simple that e eryono can 
understand it, A half-dozen men bo- 
sidos the Governor ought to conduct 
tho government of this Colony with 
oaso ; henco such a change from tho 
unwieldy fabric wo havo been compell- 
ed to support (or years, would b« 
absolute salvation. Our commerce would 
not bo monopolisotl by aliens because 
wo required such a road as tho Eagle 
Pass ; nor would tbo lives of our fel- 
low citizens be daily in poril from the 
non-removal of ono of tho Sisters' 
Rocks or from tho onslaught of savage 
tribos. There would always bo a sur> 
plus avuilablo lor the repair ol bridges 
and roads, and something left to on- 
courago enterprise or assist in the 
development of somo natural advan- 
tage Wo havo lain long enough under 
the influence of tbo pervading night- 
mare, Wo must bo up and doing.
